.1 Splendid Spectach.— I witnessed on the evening 
of the thirtieth of March, 1834, the most striking spec­ 
tacle that I have ever seen, although it has been my for­ 
tune to witness two or three of the most destructive fires 
that hare ever occurred in the cities of our country.— 
Peculiar circumstance* of the iir, the season, and the 
|»osition, nil concurred to produce the unparalleled . ub- 
limity ol the view of thi* conflagration. 
'I he time was 
midnight. 
The wind, the day previous, had been brisk 
from the 8outh, of the bland and delicious temperature 
of a i.ouisiana spring day, and driving along the air that 
mass o f white, fair-w* atin r clouds, that half cover and 
half disclose the delightful blue of the sky, tempering 
the brightness of the sun, and rendering simple existence 
in the open air a positive luxpry. 
The foliage of the 
trees had attained about two tkirds of it» full develop­ 
ment, and was precisely in that stage of tender, yellow­ 
ish verdure, when spring, in rnv view, wears her most 
beautiful face. 
Nothing could exceed the brilliancy of 
the green carpet 011 the shores of the river. 
Nor have 
I tiny where else seen such a charming border of trees 
and grass, as skirted the stream for a league below the 
town. ^ Between these splendid shores, the river rolled 
lull to its brim,— smooth, unbroken, apparently a vast 
canal, 
it* deep, red waters moving on as calm as a 
mirror,— the exact ground, on which to paint such a 
fearful conflagration, which seemed to roll its lurid, 
spiral columns deeper and more brilliant in the abyss, 
than it showed in sending up its crimson musses into the 
air. 
M hen the fire commenced, the groups of white clouds, 
that had been floating before the w ind through the pre­ 
vious day, were suspended in vast wreaths and strata, 
apparently rolled over each other, leaving long vistas 
through the«« accumulations, disclosing half the blue 
and half the stars of the firmament. 
Not a breath of 
air was felt. 
The greater part of a square was blazing 
Simultaneously ; and, as the buildings were entirely 
composed of the fat pine timber of the long-leaved Lou­ 
isiana pme, the flame was like that of a vast pile of 
pitch. 
I he huge, spiral columns rolled aloft towards 
the sleeping clouds, in ruddy and smoke-enveloped 
massiveness—in fearful splendor! But the magnificence 
ol the picture consisted in the complete picturing of the 
whole conflagration on the bright foliage of the trees 
down the liver. 
The reflection from the deep red and 
rolling surface of the wateip, gave it an impressive and 
startling grandeur, that I have no words to pa int. 
The 
fire seemed rolling up from the surface of the river, and 
caught upon the lofty and branching trees.

forest, hack ol the town, too, was illuminated in more 
dusky colors, a* it wanted the mirror of the river to re­ 
flect the flames.
